DARING BANK 
THUGS ESCAPE 
WITH $100,000 


Kidnap President, Wife, 
Tie Children to Beds in 
Bold Raid 


LAKE CITY, S8.C., Sept. 5—-Three 
men robbed the Palmetto bank of 


Lake City of approximately $100,- 
000 today after kidnapping J. H 
Carter, the bank president, and his 
wife from their home and tying 
Carter's three children to their 
beds 

The three robbers invaded Car- 
ter’s home about 8.15 a.m., 45 min- 


utes before the opening hour of 

the bank, and held up the family 
with pistols. The three children, 
the eldest a 16-year-old girl, were 
tied to their beds and Carter and 
his wife forced to accompany the 
robbers to the bank. 

En route there, the leader of .the 
trio of gunmen, a young red-hafred 
man, told Carter they were taking 
him to open the vault after the 
time-lock had made it possible 

At the bank, however. they found 
Fred Stalvey, the cashier, had al- 
ready arrived and the vault was 
unlocked, Taking what money was 
in the vault, the robbers then 
forced the two bankers and Mrs 
Carter into their car and left 

Three blocks from the bank Mrs 
Carter was ejected from the auio- 
mobile and the robbers drove off 
with Carter and Stalvey 

Mrs. Carter ran home and 
leased her children and then 
vised officers of the robbery 

By that time the bank robbers 
were out of the Lake City and the 
first word of them again came when

Carter and Stalvey telephoned 
from Lamag. 30 miles from here 
that they had been released un- 
harmed

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Curing Rupture 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

A hernia, or rupture is caused mainly by the 
weakness of the abdominal muscles and the fact 
that they cannot properly restrain an unusual 
pressure due to intestines either distended from 
food or gas, or which have prolapsed so low 
in the abdomen as to make a heavy burden 
upon the weakened walls of 
the lower abdomen. 

If hernia has not pro- 
aressed too far there is a pos- 
sibility of a cure through first 
the development of the ab- 
dominal muscles and, at the 
same time, a reduction of the 
internal pressure. 

As soon as a hernial sac 
begins to show itself either 
by symptoms of pain. or 
through being discovered by 
palpation, it is wise for the patient to immedi- 
ately secure a good rupture support and wear 
it constantly until he is assured by his doctor 
that the cure is complete. The next thing to do 
is to start developing the abdominal muscles 
through taking a careful course of “setting-up” 
exercises. All of those exercises taken while 
lying on the back will be helpful. I will be glad 
to send you a special chart of them if you will 
write to me in care of this newspaper, enclosing 
one large, self-addressed, envelope and a 3 cent 
stamp. 

These exercises must be taken very carefully 
at first and used at least twice daily, gradually 
increasing the exercises each day and adding 
new ones as the strength of the abdominal 
muscles permits. 

At the same time as the support is applied 
and the exercises started, the patient should 
use all measures necessary to produce as flat 
an abdomen as possible. The quantity of food 
used must be kept to the minimum of the body’s 
requirements. All especially gas-forming foods 
such as onions, cooked cabbage, etc., should be 
carefully avoided. Only good food combinations 
should be used, such as those I suggest in the 
weekly menus which are printed each Friday 
in this column. The menus are always outlined 
for the following week. Watch for them and 
learn how to combine your foods. 

It is a good plan to take at least one enema 
each day and perhaps better to take two, one 
in the morning and one in the evening, using 
only one quart of plain water each time. The 
enema should be taken in the knee-chest posi- 
tion or while lying on the back, and the rupture 
support should be worn at the same time to 
prevent any undue pressure which may be 
caused by the temporary distention of the in- 
testines by the water used for the enema. These 
enemas should be continued for several weeks 
or@even several months if necessary, as it is 
worth while to use all of these measures in 
attempting to cure the hernia so as to avoid a 
surgical operation which may become necessary 
unless every helpful precaution is taken 

Long walks should be taken each day to 
increase the general strength and produce a 
better tone of all of the muscles and organs of 
the pelvis. 

The patient should have his doctor examine 
him at frequent intervals to see if a cure is 
being effected

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—H. W. S. “I would like 
to know what you mean by beet tops and 
turnip tops—do you mean the leaves of these 
vegetables? If so, will you please tell me how 
to prepare them?” 

ANSWER—Young bects and turnips have 
tender tops which make excellent greens if they 
are properly prepared. They should be cooked 
in very litile water and for only a short time. 
If the heavy aluminum ware is used and the 
cover kept on the cooking vessel, it is not neces- 
Sary to use any water, as they will cock in their 
own juices. 

QUESTION—S. G. writes: “I have a growth 
in my head which has almost closed the air 
passage. I have to breathe through my mouth 
most of the time. Any dust causes me to sneeze, 
my nose to water, and my head to stop up so 
bad. I will appreciate anything you can advise 
to get relief.” 

ANSWER—Most nasa! growths can be cured 
through dieting. The trouble is generally that 
the membranes of the nose are inflamed and 
swollen by the irritations of toxins which are 
thrown out through the mucous glands. Local 
treatments to the nose are sometimes helpful, 
but the systemic cause must be removed if you 
are to expect a complete and permanent cure

RELIGIOUS ISSUE DEAD 

The Anderson government—a co- 
operative arrangement between 
Conservatives and Progressives— 
passed a law forbidding this and 
everybody knows that it has not 
been enforced. There are still nuns 
teaching in public schools in com- 
munities where that arrangement 
suits the local conditions 

Nobody said anything about it 
in the 1934 campaign, because 
the Anderson government was 
too vulnerable on the point. 
“The public know they were 
fooled and carried away by an in- 
consequential issue,” it was ex- 
plained to me by one who watched 
the situation develop with amused 
interest. “You could never stam- 
pede the electors of Saskatchewan 
again on a racial or religious cry.
